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[DEFEAT OF THE COMBINED FORCES. 
General Burgevine'’s successor, Captain Holland, has met with 
@ serious defeat. On the morning of Feb. 10 Ward’s troops 
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left Shanghai for Tai-tsan with a force of 2,500 men, 38 pieces 
of cannon, and an ample supply of ammunition. Several delays 
took place in the progress of the troops, but they reached Tai 
tsan on the 13th Feb. This city is about forty miles from Soon 
Kiang, and has been in the hands of the rebels for nearly three 
years.§ It was occupied in great force by the Taipings. Although 
not more than a mile beyond the frontier, the Taipings have 
latterly kept strictly from crossing it, while at the same time 
from the position of the city as a commanding post, they could 
at any time make a descent upon Kahding, which is only eight 
miles in a direct line from Tai-tsan. General Holland according 
to one account, accompanied the force throughout, but com- 
manded it only so long as it was within the limits of the thirty 
miles radius. He then made over the command to a Major 
Barclay, who, however, had to resign it toa Chinaman known ag 
the fighting Colonel Lee. The rest of the story shall be told 
by the correspondent of the North China Herald, who does not 
corroborate the above statement respecting General Holland :— 


“A good road runs from Wy-con-sin along the bank of the creek 
towards Tai-tsan, Soon afler the troops got clear of the Imperialist 
stock ades, they formed up beside the road and waited till the boats came 
u p, and the whole force then moved on together toward Tai-tsan, for abou 
three and a half miles; but after that the creek diverges to the right and 
winds a good deal, so that the boats were some distance behind when the 
troupe halted, about a mile from Tai-tsan, to enable them to come up- 

meantime, the Imperial so to arrive with a grand blow- 
ing of trumpets ‘and spl of flags. Some of these were sent into a 
neighbouring village to get doors, windows, tables, &c., to form a bri 
over the creek, whch’ here intercepted our further advance. A little dis- 
tance the other side of this creek, the rebels had constructed a stockade, 
and as we could not yet get at it, General Holland brought up the guns 
and opened fire. This was continued for nearly two hours, without the 
rebels showing the slightest inclination to leave. At the end of that time 
Holland returned to the boats and embarked a couple of hundred men, 
intending to storm it; but, as it afterwards turned out, the distance 
by the creek was nearly four miles; though, from the 
ere the artillery | was placed, ‘was only about half 
In the meantime seven Europeans crossed the creek in a small 

BF and the moment they appeared the rebels left—apparently not a 
hundred strong. Directly the rebels began to run a tremendous cheer 
burst from the Imperialists, who had pushed on some men armed with 
muskets towards a little cover, whence they fired across the creek at their 
adversaries. Rows of stakes had been here driven into the creek by the 
ae and the boats had to be delayed some time till these could be pulled 

By the time all had it was more than five o'clock, so the force 
ad ted for the night, and the rations served out. The guns were 
landed and got into position during the night, and the rebels made a sortie 
against them, but were driven back after some sharp firing, princi- 
pally by the rifles, who were turned out to oppose them. After 
their repulse a few shells were fired at intervals to show we were 
on the alert, and they did not again disturb us. About daybreak on the 
following morning the rebels received large reinforcements from Soochow, 
who were greeted with immense cheering. Shortly afterwards fire was 
me ied from two $2-pounders, eight 12-pound howitzers and four mortars. 

continued for between four and five hours, after which time General 
Holland ordered the assault, and then our disasters began. The man- 
darins had assured him that there was no creek running round the walls, 
but only a dry ditch. He did not think it necessary to assure himself of 
the truth of this by personal observation, but took their word for gospel. 
Captain Graham, with twenty of the body-guard, volunteered to plant 
the ladders against the breach; the gallant fellows picked up the 
ladders with ‘a cheer which, as it turned out, caused one half 
of the ‘confusion that ensued, as it was taken up by the 
rifles who were in the front, and then by the Ist Datallion who, 
being behind, did not know what was going on, but seeing the party with 
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adders run forward, and hearing the cheers, rushed past their fiers to 
join, as they thought, in the assault. About ferty yards from the wall, 
‘all arrived together at a deep moat, which the wen could not ford. In 
the absence of bridges, they were all haddted together on the bank 
—a mark for the fire of the defenders, who now manned the breach 
in hundreds—and kept up a fire which told fearfully on the masses 
of the trained truops. A ladder was thrown across the creek, and a 
few men, with several officers, crossed on but it was too 
weak to bear their weight, and broke, and the Chinamen did not fancy 
another attempt at such a novel mode of crossing. A sergeant-major of 
the rifles here performed an act of bravery which no European could 
have outdone. He rushed to the front with Ward's flag, and stood there 
alone, a mark for the enemy's bullets, for several minutes, calling om bis 

* men to advance. It is extraordinary that though six bullets pierced his 
clothes, not one struck him. In the meantime the few who had crossed 
the creek attempted the breach, but most fell in the attempt ; poor Maun- 
der fell here, shot through the heart ; a few reached the top, but only to 
be shot or knocked down by bricks which, at such close quarters, the rel 
used with deadly effect. Unable to cross the moat, and tired of standin, 
to be shot down like sheep, the men retreated; seeing which, Colonel 
Barclay, who, since Colonel Forrester’s retirement, is second in command, 
ran to the guns and fired 2 fow shells at the breach. Finding that the 
guns were still manned, the men ran behind them and balted under their 
Protection. 

** General Holland now ordered the guns to the rear, and determined 
ona retreat. All were safely conveyed there save the two thirty-two 
pounders, which were so deeply sunk in the soft, swampy ground that 
they could not be removed. General He 1d did_not wait to sce their 
fate, but started off in his chop for Wy-con-sin. Every effort was made 
to save these guns; a ball from a six-pounder which the rebels had on the 
walls killed two men while they were hauling at the ropes, and still their 
comrades continued their efforts. But it was useless; the carriages had 
sunk to their axle-trees and could not be moved. Seeing that the men 
were falling thickly to no purpose, Colonel Barclay now ordered a 
retreat. It would have been impossible even to spike the guns save 
ata terrible loss of life; the rebels seemed to have marked them 
for their especial prey, and concentrated on them such a hail of shot 
that no one could approach them. ‘They were abandoned, but the retreat 
‘was conducted steadily and in good order on Wycon-sin, the men facing 
about at intervals and firing at their pursuers to keep them in check. 

“The rebels fought admirably, and were all well armed with European 
muskets. ‘The loss of the Soon-kiang force cannot yet be correctly ascer- 
tained, as stragylers will probably drop in for some days to come. At the 
Present time it consists of about 500 killed, wounded, and missing. Twenty 
casualties occurred among the Europeans. Captain Maunder, Macarthy, 
Macleod, and Bosworth killed, and twelve other officers, besides four 
marines, wounded. Among the former are Captains Graham, Murray, 
Tapp, Silverton, and Dunn. The latter is shot through the groin, and, it 
is feared, wi'l not recover.” 

In every respect this is a most mortifying defeat for the Im- 
perialists and for Ward's “ Ever victorious army,” now victorious 
no longer. General Holland’s incapacity is loudly asserted, but 
every commander who recta with a repulse is sure to have his 
ability depreciated. It appears, however, if we may trust 
the above letter, that the army, well equipped as it was in some 
Tespects, was without] storming ladders, and that the artillery 
was so placed that the men were totally unprovided with cover. 
The North China Herald, commenting on the defent, says :— 
“One impression appears to pervade the minds of all, that Cap- 
tain Holland's career as a Chinese general is terminated—that 
the confidence in him, not only by the men, but the foreign 
officers, is gone, and that under his command the disciplined 
Chinese force will never take the field. To General Staveley, 
who is responsible for the appointment, the Chinese authorities 
now look for a change ; and we submit that they are entitled 
to aid in securing the capture of Tai-tsan ; either by a British 
force, or what would be the more preferable, the disciplined 
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Yoas.nf Gime, A fino building was contracted for, and had jus 
been completed. he French legation had also been com 
menced, but had wet been very far proceeded with, A Japanese 
guard had been placed to protect the site, but it does not 
appear that any guard was placed over the buildmgs. Such 
being the case, about two o'clock on Sunday morning, the 1st 
inst., the Japanese guard at Goten-yama saw the British lega- 
tion burst into flames in several places simultaneously, repeated 
explosions making it evident that gunpowder and combustibles 
were the means employed, and so fiercely did it burn that it 
was consumed in a few minutes, When the conflagration was 
at its height, from ten to twenty guns were fired as a signal, it 
is said, to give notice that the work was accomplished. In the 
outhouses a large quantity of gunpowder and matches were 
disoovered as though in reserve. The fence behind the build- 
ings was cut to afford the incendiaries ingress and egress. The 
buildings of the French legation were not touched. The Dutch 
and American legations had not been commenced upon. 

‘The hostility of the Japaneso is on the increase, and they 
are gradually preparing for the worst. From the Shanghai. 
Recorder we quote the following “Orders of the Mikado to the 
Tycoon with respect to Foreigners :”— 

“For a long time the plan of expelling the barbarians has been 


thought upon by us, and although it bas been put off up to the present 
iment the Imperial will cannot change. Whilst f the department of the 
Tycoon changes have been gradually made in every way in the carrying 
out of new system, we have remarked the respect entertained for our 
will. But if now the sure expulsion of the barbarians does not take 
place, the hearts of the people will not be united : this causes great sorrow 
to the Imperial bosom. Let the do all in bis power to ensuse 
the expulsion of the barbarians, and orders must speedily be given to all 
the Daimios. Moreover, it is the duty of the {Commander-in-Chief of 
the army (the Tycoon or Shoo-ngun) to carry out the steps of the 
scheme. Quickly and with haste complete the whole resolve, make 
certain what has been deliberated upon for the state up to the present, 
and determine on the precise time when communications with the ugly 
barbarians shall cease. You will present a report to us on this matter.”— 
( Translation.) —E. M. S.

PEKING. 
The news from the capital is to the 21st January. Ho Kwei 
Tsing, who lost Soo-chow to the rebels, has been beheaded. His. 
friends had endeavoured to buy him a pardon, but the Govern 
ment would not grant their prayer, and Ho was suddenly taken 
from prison one morning and beheaded in the “Cabbage Mar- 
ket,” the usual place of execution. 
General Shing Paou, who caused the death of Capt. Brabazon 
and others, has been handed over to the Board of Punishments ; 
his property has been confiscated, and he will probably be. 
executed. 

SHANGHAI. 

A military review took place on Feb. 9th on the new race- 
course, On the ground there were about 2,500 rank and file 
of the 31st, 67th, 5th Bombay, 29th Belloochees, and disciplined 
Chinese ; besides thirty mounted artillery, and three mountain 
howitzers, with the usual complement of men.

Orders were given, “prepare to receive cavalry,” when the 
regulars and the Indian troops furmed into hollow squares; 
the red-coats in tho distance lighted up the field, while the 
dark uniform of the Belloochecs presented a fine appearance. 
After about an hour's field exercise, the whole force marched 
past the general and staff. Behind them stood the Chinese Go- 
vernor of the Province and suite, who appeared greatly interested 
ontheoccasion. The whole affair passed over without anyaccident, 

It is said that a junk arrived at Shanghai from Taku on the 
17th Feb., after a voyage of nine days, reporting that the ice 
had broken up on the 8th, The navigation of the Peiho has, 
therefore, opened unusually early this year, from the mildness 
of the season. There is an uncertainty always attending the 
braking up of the ice in the Gulf of Pecheli, as it is affected 





by the severity or mildness of the winter. The first year of

NINGPO, : 

General Le Brethon has been succeeded in command of the 
disciplined Chinese force by General Tardif, and the latest 
news states that troops were under the walls off Shaou- 
hing, ready for the assault. Breaching guns of heavy metal 
hed been brought down from Shanghai by Captain Dew, and a 
note received at Ningpo on the 18th February, stated that the 
ity would be attacked in the rear on the first or second day 
following. If Shaou-hing be taken, it will open up the whole 
of the silk and cotton districts, and greatly improve the com- 
mercial prospects of Ningpo. 

There are a number of Cantonese in the employ of the Man- 
darians at Ningpo who receive no pay. They live by com- 
mitting extortions upon the people, and are bitterly complained 
of. Some foreign officers in the French contingent are only 
paid it is said $30 per month, and they also feel justified in 
appropriating all portable valuables that may come in their 
way. 

HONG KONG. 

The Post-office Ordinance, which proposes a right of search, 
was brought before the Legislative Council in February, The 
Hon. Mr. Murray, in presenting a letter to the Council from the 
Chamber of Commerce, said that the prosperity of the colony 
had arisen from the absence of Government restrictions, and 
that the passing of this Ordinance would result in a feeling of 
strong hostility between the shipping interest and the local 
government. Under circumstances like these, and by legisla- 
tion of this kind, the colony would retrograde. The Chamber's 
letter was read and laid on the table. From this letter, which 
is of considerable length, we extract the following paragraphs : 

“That your memorialists have read with unfeigned surprise and alarm 
the draft of an Ordinance published in the ‘Hong Kong Government 
Gazette of 3lst January, and entitled ‘An Ordinance to amend Ordi- 
nance No. 8 of 1862,’ intituled ‘ An Ordinance to provide for the manage- 
ment and control of a Post-office for the Colony of Hong Kong,’ which 
inflicts additional penalties on the masters of vessels carrying letters 
privately, and on persons sending letters to them for conveyance; and 
empowers officers of the Post-office to detain vessels suspected of having 
other than mail letters on board, and to break open and search any pack. 
age, in order to ascertain whether such suspicions are well founded. 

“ That the Ordinance No. 8 of 1862 received careful revision, both in 
and out of the Council, before being passed; and has, so far as is‘known 
to your memorialists, worked satisfactorily up to the present time, afford- 
ing increased accommodation to the public and additional revenue to the 
Post-office—which are strong reasons for affordi a further legitimate 
period of trial without introducing hasty amendmen's or innovatious of any 





nature. 

“That the commercial prosperity of this free port and colony has 
entirely arisen from the absence of Government restrictions, charges, and 
formalities, which has caused it to become a continual place of call and 
resort for shipping, coming and going unhindered; and that the true 
interests of the colony demanded a persistent adherence to this course of 
non-interference, as nothing would so effectually retard its progress or 
‘cause it to retrograde, as the subjecting vessels to supervision and annoy- 
‘ance from different Government departments. 

“That, with the exception of the mail line to Great Britain, and the 
Tine connected therewith, Government (Imperial or Colonial) does hardly 
anything for the conveyance of the correspondence of this colony or of 
the consular ports in China to which Hong Kong serves as a centre of 
communication—such conveyance being largely and effectually carried out 
by Private steamers and vessels, which receive no payment for the services 

ey render to the public, the insignificant allowance permitted by the law 
being usually regarded as a perquisite of the captain or other person who 
takes the trouble of receiving and delivering the mail packages, 

“That under such circumstances, a legislation expressly framed to re- 
press, punish, and interfere with such vessels, becomes doubly harsh and 
‘ungracious, and eminently calculated to lead to opposition and hostility 


between the Government and the shipping interest, whose true policy and 
advantage are to serve each other.” “Fee Pouca 


The Attorney-General said that the amendments proposed 
were necessary to give effeot to the ordivance already in exist- 
ence. At present there was no penalty in the case of vessels 
Yefusing to carry mails, One captain had threatened to pitch 
& high Post-office official overboard—The Hon. Mr. Perceval

why ships shotld be subject to an inconvenience when they re- 
ceived no benefit in return.—The Attorney-General urged that 
it was of the nature of a tax—The Chief Justice ssid that in 
the case of a tax, there was convenience on both sides—The 
Hon. Mr. Perceval spoke of the Shanghai postal service as an 
impediment to business. .At present, his own letters and those 
of his friends were sent in a box, which did not go through the 
Post-office, and were delivered before the steamer had anchored, 
while, in the case of the Post-office, a delay of six, eight, ten, 
or twelve hours would elapse before the letters wens in oovre- 
spondents’ hands. That did not suit business men ; with them 
one hour was of importance. What had the Post-office ever 
done for the mercantile community, that it should now demand 
so much? There was no regular mail service to Foo-chow, 
and none to Japan, unless some of them (the mercantile eom- 
munity) happened to despatch a steamer to cither of those 
places, and then there was a mail. He could safely affirm that 
henceforth, as hitherto, the merchants would be most happy to 
oblige the postal service at any time, but the terms of this 
ordinance would not be submitted to.—The Chief Justice said 
that tho present ordinance was, in spirit, an interference with 
free trade. It was, better to sacrifice a little than to legislate 
iu such a direction, which he thought a wrong direction alto- 
gether, The most obnoxious clauses were struck out unani- 
mously, the Bill was then Spassed, and the Council adjourned 
sine die.

CANTON, 

The Tartar General Mukhtena resigned office at Canton on 
the 26th February, and was to leave for Peking on the 7th of 
“March. He is succeeded by the Lieutenant-General, named 
Kukhkitai. Mukbtena, a man of gigantic size, has been in the 
city since 1856, and is known as one of the most persistent 
aud least enlightened of the anti-foreign party. His successor 
is well spoken of. 

The cultivation of opium in the Province Kwangtung is 
becoming extensive. The drill of the Chinese and Tartar troops 
‘had recommenc:d after the {New Year's -holidays. Between 
800 and 1,000 men are now under instruction ; aud the earlier 
squads have attained considerable proficiency.

The Calender states that the first King has had altogether 
61 children, the youngest being @ princess born in 
tember, 1862. Of this numerous offspring 50 are still alive, 
His Majesty has had altogether 27 wives, and he has 
also at the present time 34 concubines. Each of these receives 
an allowance varying from 120 to 1,200 ticals. There are 75 
maids of honour in the King’s family, all being the daughters 
of noblemen, and they receive salaries amounting in whole to 
6,440 ticals yearly. Twenty-seven ladies, being aunts, sisters, 
and nieces of His Majesty, reside with him, and have pensions 
amounting to 24,960 ticals. About 30 of the younger princes 
and priucesses are now under education by an English Governess. 

The second King has at present about twenty Laos and five 
Siamese wives, He has had about 60 children, of whom 
only 30 are now alive, His eldest son is commonly called 
Prince George. The name given him in his infancy was 
George Washington. Although the present Kings have so many 
wives, it is stated that they have not a quarter so many con- 
cubines as their regal predecessors. Some of the chief noble- 
men are said to have 30, 40, and even 50 wives,

The imports in Bangkok were valued at $2,770,807, of whict 
$2,215,931 were from Singapore and Batavia (via Singapore) 
Besides this, a large quantity of merchandise, consisting of sills, 
glass, earthenware, and hardware, together with a variety of 
China goods, was brought by Siamese vessels and junks from 
Batavia and China, of which no report could be obtained. 

The exports from Bangkok were valued at 5,650,718 ticals, 
or (the tical being equal to sixty cents of dollar) $3,390,430. 

‘The European residents in Bangkok and other places in Siam» 
amount to 112, and the American residents to thirty-eight. 
These numbers are exclusive of the families of the married 
residents. 


JAVA. 

It is reported that the Governor-General at an early date in- 
tended to proceed to the Moluccas on a tour of inspection. It 
was also rumoured that an expedition was about to be sens 
against Nias. 

The Dutch barque Davo from Singapore bound to Shanghai, 
on the 12th January, struck on a reef about seventy miles 
weat of Makassar, and became a total wreck. The crew reached 
Makasear in safety. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 
With regard to the deficiences of the Church of England in 
Singapore, and the necessity that exists among the changes for 
additional clergymen and churches, the Straits Times writes -— 


“ Among the many inconveniences attendant upon our present anomal- 
ous form of government, not the least is the utter inadequacy of existing 
arrangements for the celebration of public worship and parochial superin- 
tendence. Singapore forms this day, as at its foundation, a military 
chaplaincy—where men, more or less qualified, come to vegetate for 

ear or two, as it were ‘on leave of absence,’ till their delighted hearts 

eara call to the upper ranks of the church militant in India, to ‘a more 
enlarge ere of usefulness’ and to increased pay. Yet here, in addition 
to the military officers, whose souls are thus tenderly cared for, are fitty 
times their number of Europeans—bankers, merchants, lawyers, shop- 
keepers, and artisans - men who for the teed pe bave been either born 
or brought up within the pale of the National Church, who see in her, 
spite of all imperfection, the surest guarantee of freedom of religious 

ought, the one constant witness to a nation of baptised heathens of an eter- 
nal and righteous King and Ruler upon earth. They are men who would be 
glad to have their children introduced into the same community as them- 
selves, and would like that when the time comes the same words of unutter- 
able beauty, and hope, and love should be read over their graves, that they 
listened to in the quiet churchyards of England, where their fathers ara 
sleeping. And besides this resident English population, there are con- 
tinually coming and going hundreds of Europeans intent on business or 

leasure, but each and all of them gaining good or evil in Singapore. 
Where are many professing Chinese Christins, and still more desveadants 
of Europeans, whose claim is as good as our own on the Government and 
Church of their ancestors. There are hospitals where the sick or dying 
might Le soothed. Gaols, where criminals might be improved if not re- 
formed. Schocls, where children might be civilised, in fact, there are a 

















hundred opportunities for the exertious of an educated and enlightened 
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clergy. _ For these extensive ani Pressing wants there is provided one 
church for the entire island, and one chaplain who for the last six months 
ax been resident in England. In the meantime the faith of ¢ the faithful’ 
ia fanned by two Sunday services held during the hottest hours of the day, 
conducted by either laymen, or, as latterly, by a missionary, who must 
reconcile to his own conscience, the leaving his few sheep in the wilder- 
ness even for the attractions of the pulpit in St. Andrew's. The worship, 
moreover, as ibed, is in accordance, perhaps, with the rubric; cer- 
tainly not with the wants of the congregation, nor the nature of the climate. 
‘Wherever the church exists, there is being felt the need of services more 
varied, frequent, and of shorter duration. After six days of weary work- 
ing there are many who would tum with relief to the Church's praye! 
were they not terrified by the prospect of the minister's sermon, and it 
by either success or failure that every religious body learns sooner or later 

1e necessity of adapting itself to the varied wants of its members. So 
long as Singapore continues a part of the Madras presidency, and subject 
to the ecclesiastical jurisdiction of the Bishop of Calcutta, we can refer to 
this subject only in the hope that its anomalous position may be soon 
altered to an pendent one, from which there must result the greatest 
advantage both civil and ecclesiastical. The subject we have discussed 
will before long be forced upon the attention of statesmen in England, who 
cannot far err if they take as the only sound basis of a Church establish- 
ment in this settlement, the introduction of something like the home 
parochial system with an authority central and influential.” 


PENANG. 

The Penang Argus writes :—‘ A rumour has recently become 
current in Penang that Colonel Cavenagh is about to proceed 
home. We are not in a position to confirm or to refute the 
report, but if there be any foundation for it, we incline to the 
opinion that his Honour’s absence will only be for a very brief 
period, originating, possibly, in desired data at home connected 
with the contemplated transfer of the Straits to the Colonial 
Office.” 





CEYLON. 


The Governor has appointed C. H. Layard, Esq., to be 
Acting-Deputy’ Postmaster-General at Kandy ; and Alexander 
Young Adams,’ Fsq,, to be a justice of the peace for the central 
province, 

‘Lhe Pearl Fishery commenced on the 8th March with favour- 
able weather, and a large number of nativedealersand diving boats, 
the latter numbering 180, At first not more than fifty boats 
were sent out eack day, the quantity of oysters brought in being 
under a quarter of a million each time. 

The prices realised thus far have been above the official 
valuation, but it is not at all certain that these will be main- 
tained, 

‘The railway promises to be soon in course of construction. 
Mr, Faviell, the contractor, is engaged taking over the works, 
plant and land, though there is still a portion of the latter to 
be purchased from private owners. A steamer has been char- 
tered in Bombay for the conveyance of skilled workmen and 
overseers from ‘that Presidency, so that we may consider a 
beginning has at length been made. “It may be difficult,” 
says the Ceylon Times, “ for persons who have never experienced 
the harassing vexations and many losses attendant on bullock 
transport in a tropical country, to understand the deep interest 
with which planters regard the construction of our railway, but 
of this there is little doub: that, without some such means as 
that of the iron road, Ceylon can never be in a safe position as 
regards the competition of other coffee-producing countries. A 
good deal of stress has been placed on the fact that the con- 
struction of our railway will circulate a large amount of capital 
in the colony. No doubt this will be the case. To a certain 
extent our local trade is already feeling the effect of this new 
stimulus, but we are content to look rather to ultimate results 
than immediate effects, and it is in this light that the railway 
oust be regarded as placing the coffee cultivator to a great extent 
beyond the risks of cattle disease, and bad roads.” 

A committee has been appointed to inquire into the state of 
the roads, as to consider whether it might not be feasible and 
advisable to organise some system of Municipal arrangement of 
roads, analagous to the system of Turnpike Trusts in England, 
to be aided by votes from the general revenue, so that the 
attention of the Department of Public Works should be mainly 
given to the principal or Trunk Roads in the Colony, whilst 
the Pranch or Planters’ Roads should be administered by some 
such body as that above indicated. 

A general meeting of the Asiatic Society of Ceylon was held 
at Colombo on the 7th of March ; the Rev. B. Boake, V.P., in 
the chair. The Secretary reported the progress made in regard 
to the increased accommodation required for the society's 
museum in consequence of the amalgamation with it of the 
Military Medical Museum, The Governor had approved of the 
proposed plan for adding a floor to the present building, by 








which means it would be made to cor:espond with the opposite 
wing of the suite, occupied by the treasury, but difficulties were 
in the way of carrying out the plan, owing, it was understood, 
to the large amount of work on hand in the civil engineer’s de- 
partment. The cost of the building had been estimated at 
£350, and there seemed no doubt that his Excellency would 
sanction the appropriation of such a sum. At present the 
contents of the Military Museum remained in their original 
rooms which might at any time be required for other purposes, 

A letter from the Lord Bishop of Colombo proposes the for- 
mation of a diocesan fund to promote the extension of the 
National Church and the support of additional clergymen in 
Ceylon :— 

“T would pr ” he writes, ‘to establish a diocesan fund, to be 
created by contributions either in the form of donations or annual sub- 


scriptions, to be vested in trusoes, and administered by « mixed committee 
of clergy and laymen chosen in such a manner as to command public con- 


fidence. 

pent and perhaps personal discussion, | would advise that certain rules 
wuld be laid down for their guidance, sufficiert to meet the general run 

of applications, so as to leave a few cases requiring laborious and exact 

investigation, and to enable those of bigh and responsible station to hold 

the office, for which otherwise, they could not spare the necessary time and 

labour. Thus for instance: 

“LT would give the bishop power to assign an amount in certain cases 
bearing proportion to the existing fund and the claims of the district from 
its Popa ion of peculiar circumstances. 

“IL T would not leave it optional to continue any payment to aclergy- 
man under deprivation or suspension by his ordinary. 

“HIT. I would admit the claim to an increase of income under certain 
circumstances, and on fixed conditions such as time of service—married 
or single, number of family, &c. 

IV. I would allow no payment toa clergyman non-resident in his 
district or parish. 

“Such a measure, I think, might be attended with success, and would 
at least provide some additional means of supporting and assisting our 
clergy, and that on the soundest principle, viz., that of self-exertion. And 
it would, I should greatly hope, assist and encourage our m 
by proving the reality of our work.” 

The Archdeacon, in commenting on the Bishop's proposal, 
says :— 

“ It is difficult to approximate very closcly to the number of Protestants 
in Ceylon, and the proportion belonging to the several denominations. 
But of British residents probably one half are members of the Church of 
England, and of the Episcopalian Church of Scotland. They, perhaps, 
present also the larger amount of property and income, shall also 
doubtlessly be well within the mark by estimating the incomes of Anglican 
Churchmen in Ceylon, from property and stipends, at not less than 
£200,000 yearly. If of that sum a tenth part, as enjoined on the Jews, 
were set apart for the services of religion, how large and noble an offering 
would it be to God! Ought the higher’ godliness of the Gospel to be 
content with dedications to God, willingly made, less than those com- 
manded under the more imperfect dispensation ?” 

Colonel Hadden, commanding the corps of Royal Engineers 
stationed in Ceylon, has been suspended by order of the Major- 
General, Brevet Major Armitt succeeding him. The cause of 
this order has not transpired. 

The Colombo Observer comments thus on our postal arrange- 
ments :— 

“ We wonder that the present state of our course of post with Great 
Britain has not attracted more attention than it appears to have met with, 
‘The mails from India, China, and Ceylon invariably arrive just after 
the English mails for those places are closed, and it therefore takes 
much longer time for us to receive answers to our letters 
than there is any occasion (for. For instance, the letters 
posted here on the 17th of February will, in’ the ordinary 
course reach London on the 12th of this month—just two days after the 
Marseilles mail has closed ;—they will lie fourteen days unanswered, and 
their replies will only be sent on the 25th, which should enable us to 
receive them on the 20th April. There is in this arrangement a clear 
loss of ten days; and in these days, when ‘time is muncy,’ and when 
fixed rates of. d are laid down in the postal contracts, to which strict 
adherence is intended to be paid, it seems ridiculous to throw away 80 
much time in England, when, as we imagine, better arrangements can be 
made.”

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—Canton: The usual interruption to business consequent upon 
the Chinese new year has tended to keep the market closed, whilst the 
favourable advices received from London by the 10th January mail, has 
caused buyers to evince some anxiety to purchase. The consequence is 
that the few Chops of Congou settled show an advance on previous 
quotations. The following are the se:tlements reported since 
last mail. Congous: 4 chops of Oochows at 25 to 264 taels, and 
1 chop Oopacks at 294 taels. Scented Teas: 500 boxes common 
Caper at 13 taels and 250 boxes good Orange Pekoe at 26 tacls. 
In other descriptions nothing has been done. The stock remaining on the 
market is thus staied:—Congou: 58 chops beside Tyshans and Canton 
packed ; Scented Caper, 30,000 boxes; Scented Orange Pekoe, 16,000 
ditto; Oolong, 2,000 half-chests; Plain Orange Pekoe, 1,000 ditto. ; 
Flowery Pekoe, 150 ditto; Country Greens, 16,500 halt-chests; New, 
and 1,624 ditto Old. Shanghai.—Black : The market has again been very 
dull and during the past week no transactions have taken place owing tothe 
native holidays. Three chops have been settled during the foriight at prices 
fully up to our last quotations. The stocks continue very small and have not 
been increased by arrivals from Hankow. The settlements in the market 
amount to 1,967 chests Congou: reshipments on owner's account 3,800 
ditto—together 5,767 chests; making a total for the season to date of 
277,890 chests against 190,105 chests same time last year. Stocks 2.000 
chests, Congou, and 1,800 chests Flowery Pekoe. Green: Settlements 
have been on a small scale and are principally confined to fine coun! 
teas which are now becoming very scarce ; prices are fully pared: 
Common country teas, Hoochows and Japans, are quite neglected and 
would not be touched unless at a considerable decline on previous rates. 
Shipments and settlements amount to 11,323 half chests Ch 
half-chests Japan, making total to date of 237,438 half-chests, 
half-chests against 173,793 half-cheats, and 23,977 half-chests respectively 

same time last year. Stock in all about 15,000 half-chzsts. 

Foocnow.— Purchases of Congous and Oolongs continued to be made 
up to the 17th inst., that is to say, until New-Year's Eve. The market 
then closed firmly at one tael advance, and has not again reopeued. The 
settlements reported since last mail are as under. Congous: 10,700 
chests and 11,800 half do. at 5 to 14 taels for ord. and broken leaf; 
14 to 17 taels for good vom. to second better; 17 to 23} taele for good 
flavoury to Kaisow kinds. Souchongs: 300 chests at 20 taels for com- 
mon. Flowery Pekoe: 100 chests at 19 taels for fair. Oolongs: 22,300 
Balf-chests at 114 to 153 taels for com, to good cargo. Scented Teas: 
6,600 boxes at 18} to 22 taels for fuir. Of green teas the market has 
been swept on native account for shipment to Shantung. The stock now 
remaining on the market is thus estimated. Congous: 18.700 chests 
we 10,000 ord. 7,000 good com, to second better, good flavoury to 

uchong kinds 1,700). Souchong: None. Oolongs: 5,3.0 balf- 
chests only. Scented Teas: 2,000 boxes. The total supplies of Con- 
gous this season amount, inclusive of contract teas, to 570,300 chests, 
against 513,100 ditto at the same period last seacon. The total sates this 
season are 501,600 chests. 

Haxxow.—No transactions are reported as having taken place since 
last mail. 5 chops ot Congou have arrived from the country during the 
fortnight, 3 of which being contract ‘Teas, were shipped to Shanghai. 
‘The stock remaining on the market is reported at 12 chops, and it is 
Anown that a few chops still remain in the country. The total settlements 
of the season to date amount to 347 chops, Oonams, Oopacks, and Ho- 
hows, besides 89 chops contract Teas. So that the total supply of the 
present season from this one port only will be very little short of 500 
chops Congou. 

EWKIANG.—Green Teas: The hopes entertained of the teamen easing 
their rates on the approach of China new year, have not by any means 
been realised. They have, on the contrary, evinced much firmness, and 
it must clearly be accepted as a fact, that the crop of Green Teas is really 
short. Supplies come in slowly—the stock on the market is below 
50,000 packages, and it is confidently asserted that 12,000 packages now 
fn the country will complete the season's yield. ‘The settlements of the 
fortnight are reported at 7,000 packages, ail for shipment to New York. 
‘The rates (duty paid) for these were 31 to 87 taels for Moyunes, medium 
fo fine; and 27 to 33 taels for Fochows, same frange. The shipments 

















which have been made to Shanghai, have been principally on eccount of 
the teamen. 

Yoxunama.—The advices from London per mail of the 10th Nov, 
had caused exporters to retire from the market. ‘This circumstance, com— 
bined with the large stock end the approach of the new year, caused rates. 
to fall between $2 to $3. The consequence was that a large business was 
done, the settlements during the month of January amounting to no less 
than 12,000 piculs, the stock remaining being fully 8,000 piculs. The 
following are the latest igiaitlone :—Trashy and ord., $5 and down 
ward ; common, 74 to 124; middling, 15 to 22; good, 25to 28; the 
best, 30 to 34. ‘ 

Raw Siux.—SHANGHAT. —During the fortnight very few transactions 
have taken place, on account of the holidays. Prices are unchanged. but 
with the few settlements of only 400 bales China, they must be considered 
nominal. About 1,900 bales have arrived from Japan. Regarding the 
coming yield, advices from Ningpo state that a great mortality of 
the worm had occurred in the silk districts from starvation, 
Settlements since last mail are reported at 1,700 bales, against 2,000 bales 
at corresponding fortnight of Isst season, and 1,500 ditto of season before. 
‘The total settlements of the present season to date are 60.000 bales against 
57,000 same period Inst year, and 71.500 the season before. ‘The prevent 
unsold stock is estimated at 3,000 bales, against 8.000 same time last 
season, and a like quantity same period the season before. The Cuxtome 
house having been closed for the Chinese holidays, the usual statistics of 
exports cannot be given. ‘Tsatlees, No. 1, tls. 480 to 490 per picul; 2

HONG KONG. 
¢ The American barque Houqua, Capt. Cartwright, left the harbour on 
Feb. 24th last bound to Shanghai. Through the carelessness of the 
Chino pilot, she is represented to have got ina position to the northward 
of the island, from which she cannot be extricated without the assistance 
of steam, ‘The news was brought in yesterday by the Lucy E. Ashby, 
and the Sycee was quickly despatched to the assistance of the Houqua, 
but unfortunately the hawsers fouled the screw of the steamer, and in 
consequence of the heavy sea on at the time, it was impossible to clear it, 
The steamer Whampoa left this morning to the assistance of both vessels, 
The Houqua is making seven inches of water per hour. 
‘The Undine, from Foo-chow, proceeded to Whampoa to dock, having, 
on Feb. 10th, had a strong northerly set with calm weather, in an im- 
etratable fog, struck the South Ninepin Island with jibboom end. 
Ingines being reversed going astern full speed ~ backed out and proceeded, 
with loss of jibboom and figure head, the Island being a sheer precipice. 
* The iron bull was not even scratched. 
SHANGHAT. 
The Prince of Wales, from Newcastle, hada very long and disagreeable 
She experienced heavy weather in the English Channel, and 
«crossed the equator on the 17th July, in long. 29.00. Ran down the 
'N.E. Trades with fine weather, and rounded t e meridian of the Cape on 
the 9th August, in lat. 39, and experienced a series of heavy gales. Run- 
ning down the Eastings was compelled to jettison a quantity of the cargo, 
and a great portion of the bulwarks was carried away in consequence of 
the decks being continually flooded. Passed Anger on the 2Ist October. 
Up the China Sea ‘ies of calms and light weather prevailed. Was at 
anchor four days within two miles of the light ship, and although several 
of the Pilot cruisers passed with pilots on board, none could be obtained, 
but several vessels with heavier drafts anchored about half a mile astern 
‘had received them from the boats. The British ship Rhine arrived near 
‘the Light Ship in a disabled condition. The crew all being laid up with 
sickness ; she was worked up to the anchorage by five pilots, and towed 
to Shanghai by the Washington steam-tug.

Mr. F, Goarlach, pilot, seeing a vessel outside (about 4 7.a.) proceeded 
out in his boat with a crew of tive Chinese to board her, but it setting in 
dark he missed her and was seen off the Sugar Loaf returning; at this 
time it was Bowing half a gale of wind, Darkness set in and his not 
coming in, a search was made, but that night no intelligence of the boat 
was found untii the next day when search was made again and the boat 
was found on shore stove all to pieces, and the body of one of the crew. 
Since then the rem: 1g bodies of the crew have been recovered, but no 
accounts of the unfortunate pilot who was only lately married, The event 

caused much gloom among the small community at Double Island, as 
the deceased was universally respected.

SHANGHAT AND THE TAIPINGS, 

The Daily Ne os of April 10td had an article on “the decay of 
Taipingdom,” which contains some truth and a large amount of 
error. The injustice and ignorance of the writer are strikingly 
displayed in the opening paragraph, which is a gross calumny 
on the character of European residents at Shanghai. If it 
were true they would, long ere this, have been driven from the 
settlement :— 

« The truth is that an altogether fictitious importance was given to these 
rebels by their approach to Shanghai, where they interfered uncomfortably 
with foreign security and trade. That settlement is composed chiefly of 
energetic young English merchants, whose time is only half occupied, and 
each of whom firmly believes that it is entirely the fault either of the 
mandarins or Taipiogs, but more ially of Sir Frederick Bruce at 
Peking, that he has not ‘ made his pile,’ and is not comfortably seated in 
the Oriental Club in London, Like Mr. Thackeray's ‘ Philip,’ these 
young gentlemen cry out very lustily when anything annoys them, and 
they made so rauch work about the presence of the Taipings that it might 

ve been imagined all China was in its death agony.”

THE ANGLO CHINESE FLEET. 

From this small but carefully equipped force we expect great achieve- 
ments, ‘2 curious pruof uf our confidence in the appliances of civi- 
lisation and in the skill of our countrymen, and it is a pleasant token of 
the improvement in public morals, that while we send out six small ships 
and a little band of men to take part in the war and intestine commo- 
tions of a conglomerate of mankind numbering one-third of the human 
race, we never ask ourselves wh ‘ther it is possible that so small a force 
can have any effect upon such a vast empire, but only whether the cause 
in which they go is a good cause, and whether the use they will make of 
their power will be such as may be creditable to a Christian people. 
Reiterated wars and continual layers of Income-tax have forced upon our 
public some slight study of Chinese matters, and, although the popular 
notions of China are still somewhat vague, there are a few ideas which 
have become tolerably fixed in the mind even of a London elector. We 
have all, for instance, come to the conclusion that the marauders who are 
called rebels. or Tuipings, are not a political party or a national party, but 
simply a social disease. We know now that they are only the idle, the 
destitute, and the ignorant, congregated upon an enormous scale, and 
plundering in multitudes; and we know that there is nothing to 
be said in their favour, excent that they may occasionally aid the least 
respectable of our merchants to smugyle in goods duty free. Sometimes, 
indeed, as at this moment, they may lessen the price of silk at Shanghai 
by plundering the silk districis and selling their booty, and by scieing all 
the u; intry stocks into that treaty pe as toa place of safety. It is 
said there are agents now in London buying up and shipping arms and 
powder to be smuggled into China and bartered to these Taipings in ex- 
change for the plunder gathered in Hangchow and Soochow and in the 
tich districts of the silk manufacture. The proceedings of these worthies 
will, however, only illustrate the shrewd remark to be found in a despatch 
from Lord Elgin, printed in the last China Blue-book: « The moral evils 
of smuggling in China are not redeemed by any material benefit to the 
general interests of trade.” Whenever those arms are used, it will be 
against the interests of European commerce as much as against the Impe- 
rial Government, and against all feelings of humanity. What is this fleet 











going forth to effect ? fe do not ask what the plan of operation may be, 
for in all probability none has yet been resolved upon—but what are its 
general objects? ese have been already stated with more or less pre- 


cision, but as the exp anations are buried in reams of diplomatic corres- 
pondence, they have not been read by the public. Let us, then, cull such 
Information as we can obtain from the Blue-books, In the first place, this 
‘Anglo-Chinese fleet goes to establish Imperial authority on the Yang-tee. 
In this object political and commercial considerations equally combine. 
To a despatch from Mr. Wade, which is printed in the Blue-book before 
us, it is clearly shown that the Taipings have never “held” any province 
in China, although they have infested several. They have, however, held 
one city. Pillaged, ruined, and decayed as is the once magnificent city 
of Nanking, broken to potsherds as is its Porcelain Tower, burut or dis 
rved as are the celebrated libraries of the Golden Island, desecrated as 
is the cemetery of the Ming dynasty, whom these Taipings commenced by 
professing to revere, Nanking has atill been undoubtedly “held by these 
people. Nanking was the southern capital of the enormous empire. If 
‘ive power in the Taipings, it might 
ire, carved from the too unwieldy old 
one. ywever, proved that there is nothing 
of there qualities in the Taipings. Instead of being the capital of a Wo- 
vernment, Nanking is the stronghold of robbers, whence they issue and to 
which they return. As a matter of prestige to the Imperial arms, the first 
serious tack imposed upon Captain Osborn, will be to. recover Nanking. 
‘The Taipings foresee this, and are using their best endeavours to provi 
against it; but, as they bave already ruined the city and exhausted the 
neighbourhood, it is not probable the defence will much prolonged. 
This will be a blow upon the head of the rebellion, but it will also be good 
service done to honest traders. The Yang-tee river in Chins—an empire 
without roads—is the great highway ; and, as Nanking is on the Yang tse, 
the establishment of this ical power at Nanking is like the establish- 
ment of a confederacy of highwaymen half-way up Cornhill. Any set 
of policemen who would destroy such a nest of depredators would deserve 
our thanks. We shall be very glad to hear of the fall of Nanking and of 
its being held, to prevent bloody reprisals, by Captain Oxborn’s force. To 
explore the inner waters, re-open the traffic upon the Grand Canal, esta 
blish telegraphic covamunications along the principal thoroughfares, and 
teach the Chinese the use of steam, is the second and not less important 
object of those going out to China. There are many great rivers in China 
yet to be surveyed, and many commercial cities still unknown. It is 
not that civilisation is wanted, but there is in China a hitch in its pi 
After running far ahead of the rest of the world it had stopped, and bas 
let the rest of the world pass it. Clothed with Imperial authority, and 
having conquered Nanking, Captain Osborn will be able to present steam 
and electricity to minds capable of understanding their practical ‘import- 
ance directly they see them in work; and if steam and evectricity once 
take hold of the interior of China, and of the commercial instincts of the 
“hitch” is removed, and civilisation will 
march forward again there as it does here. A third object is to put dowa 
the piracy which now exists between the ports, But all these are 
second to the first great necessity of breaking up the nests of the Taiping 
robbers, and putting the Imperial Government in a position to protect its 
own people and discharge its obligations towards other Powers. The first 
is a necessary preliminary to the other two, All these, however, are obj 
which must command the sympathies of every one who does not seek to 
make mouey by supplying the Taipings with the instruments of robbery 
and massacre, or whio does not deatre to use the Taipings a4 8 covering 
to some operation of smuggling, or who is not un infuence 
Bf some incurable elution. Tee ire pesos, ofcourse i each af hese 
categories, but they are, we apprehend, very few in number and utterly 
without consideration either here cr in China.— The Times, 


BRITISH RELATIONS WITH JAPAN 
Tt has become quite clear that England cannot maintain its present rela~ 
tions with Japan. We must embark in another “little” war, or leave the 
Japanese to enjoy their old isolation. The position of our Legation and

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our merchants becomes worse every day, and the general ill-will towards 
and constant attacks upon both, prove most decidedly the existence of & 
national antipathy to foreigners, and the inability or unwillingness of the 
Government to restrain it. The fact is that the Japanese Government 
either repents its admission of igners to settle and trade; or with 
Oriental deceit intended from the first that the concession Seoul Ee 
practically inoperative; or, retaining its own opinions in favour of the 
Polley wbich the treaties inaugurated; has been compelled, by the pressure 
of national opinion against the foreigners, induced not a little by their 
own misconduct, to abandon it. There can be no doubt that the dominant 
party in the empire desires to expel the foreigner and resume the ancient 

tem of isolation, It is too shrewed, however, to attempt to openly break 

treaties and forcibly expel the settlers. The Japanese statesmen are 
clever enough, and they know that England and France would soon take 
‘a very signal vengeance for such acts, They labour, therefore, to effect 
their end in an underhand manner; or perhaps we should say more 
correctly that the Government has no in these murderous attempts, 
but that the strength of the national feeling F woghzaar it from taking any 
effective stepsto prevent and punish them. But whether the Government 
be privy to them or not, ¢ English Government cannot any longer 
‘expose its servants to such dangers. We must withdraw the legation and 
our consuls for a time, or at least withdraw them to the particular port to 
which the Japanese desire to confine them ; or we must send a sufficient 
force to Yedo. and the other ports to protect the Minister, consuls, and 
settlers, and take ample satisfaction for any further outrages which may be 
attempted against them. If we adopt the latter course we enter upon the 
same work of bloodshed which we have been pursuing 0 energetically in 
China for 20 We have not the slightest doubt that our com- 
merce would have developed iteelf quite as fast without the opium or lorcha 
wars; but certainly China is a country with great commercial capabilities, 
and a very extensive commerce has sprung up between it and Europe. 
Now, the commerce of Europe with Japan is never likely tobe large. 
‘The natural productions of the empire are few; the wants of the people 
very small. “They grow silk and tea, but the silk, although very good, 
is not produced in any large quantities, and the tea, as well in the 
character of the leaf as fom the inferior system of preparation, cannot 
compete with the Chinese, The only really profitable trade done with 
Japan by Europeans and Americans in all the years it has been opened 
to us is that of money-dealing, in which the ignorance of the people and 
Government have given them large profits. It would not, then, be worth 
our while to go to war with Japan to enforce the free admission to the 
empire of our citizens and or goods, and it certainly would an act of 
injustice to do so. If the Japanese deem it better for their own happiness 
to exclude foreign nations from all intercourse with them they have 
‘emuredly a full right to do so.—,;

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL POSTAGE. 
(26th.) Mr. Cave asked the Secretary to the Treasury whether it was 
intended to abandon the principle of a uniform rate of postage to British 
ions abroad by doubling the charge upon letters to the British West 
Colonies, while reducing that upon letters conveyed by the same line 
of packets to foreign countries even at a greater distance, and, if so, for 
what reason.—Mr. Ps said the principle of a uniform rate of postage 
had already been abandoned in the case of letters to Hong Kong and Sin- 
re. Ithad been determined to adopt a Is. rate of postage for the 
and the West Indian Colonies, because the 6d. rate was insufficient 
to pay the expense of transmission, and because an increase within certain 
limits of the terms of postage did not affect the amount of correspondence 
im any material degree. The charge for letters by private ship was, how- 
‘ever, only Sd. or 4d., so that there were, in fact, two rates, one for those 
to whom speed was of importance, and another for those who had to study 
economy. The Is. had been fixed in the case of Mexico and 
Cuba, in order to assimilate the rates to those of our colonies. 
THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 

(26th.) On the order for going into Committee of Supply, Mr. 
Dopson called attention to the for the diplomatic service, 
entering into various details and adducing examples to show the complica- 
tion in which the diplomatic expenditure was involved, and moved a 
resolution, “ That all sums required to defray the expenses of the diplo- 
matic service ought to be annually voted by Parliament, and that estimates 
of all such sums ought to be submitted in ‘a form that will admit of their 
effectual supervision and control by this House.”—-Mr. Layarp said no 
doubt what bad been stated by Mr. Dodson was to some extent true, but 
the system had hitherto worked well, and he opposed the resolution on two 
grounds—economy and the efficiency of the public service. If the diplo- 
matic cl were annually submitted to the House, he bad no doubt (for 
reasons which he explained) they would be considerably increased, while 
the service would be less efficient than it was. Snch a change would, he 
believed, be fatal to the efficiency of our diplomatic service. Formerly, 
when a change of Government took place, there was also a change of our 
representatives abroad, but that system had, to a great extent, disappeared, 
and, consequently, our diplomatic agents had become independent of any 

litical parties, obeying simply the instructions of the Minister of the 

yy. But if, every year, diplomatic salaries and missions were discussed 
in that House, it would lead our agents abroad to look more to Parliament, 
and to become eater Politicians at home. It was true that in the cases 
of Japan and China the House had been asked to vote sums for diplomatic 
salaries in addition to the £180,000 which had been agreed upon ; but 
those cases were peculiar, a large diplomatic and consular staff having to 
be created in both of those countries, The experience gained by those 
‘Votes did not encourage the ition to submit all diplomatic salaries 
to annual discussion, for, it of diminution in amount, appeals were 
being constantly made in that House for additional Consuls to be ay ted, 
While the Foreign-office was limited to the expenditure of £180,000, it 
‘was compelled to restrict its expenditure to that amount.—The CHan- 
CELLOR of the Excnequzn also spoke against the resolution, which was 


negatived by a large majority, 




















Tar New Merat, Acommum.—Among the most curious and inter= 
esting articles exhibited at the International Exhibition, was a display, on 
small scale, of ingots of aluminum, of a degree of purity hitherto unat- 
tained since the metal was first discovered in 1827 by Wohler. Previous 
to the collection we are about to notice, it had been in prety feaeral use, 
slightly alloyed, for small brooches, &c., the researches o| f. Deville 
since 1855 Wavio greatly improved it, though still leaving much to be 
done, ere it could vindicate it against the reproach of being only suitable 
fortoys. Its colour at that time was of a dull bluish leaden hue, attesting 
the presence of some alloy most difficult to be got rid of, as the ore re= 
sisted the strongest heat lied to purify the metal from this infinitesimal 
but most detrimental impurity. With the experience since acquired, how- 
ever, of which the articles displayed at South Kensington were the expres- 
sion, this difficulty, it was easy to perceive, must disappear, and we have 
recently been favoured by Messrs. Mappin Brothers, at their West-end 
establishment, 222, Regent-street, with a private view of a very remark- 
able collection of articles of vertu, as well as of everyday use, manufac- 
tured in the new metal and its alloys by that well-known and enterprisin 
firm, showing not merely the infivity of uszs to which the metal itself is 
applicable (at a price no greater than platedware, though only one-fourth 
of the weight), but also a capacity to amalgamate with other metals, espe- 
cially copper, which marks it as destined to play no inconspicuous 

tin the fine arts. Here, besides ey. ordinary purpose of the break- 

t or dinner table-service to which silver is applicable, will be found 
extraordinary imitations of gold, of bronze, of oxidised silver in every 
variety of pattern, besides unmistakable evidences of its extraordinary 
ductility, tenacity, hardness, and absolute incapacity to rust, both in its 
pure and alloyed state,—the latter, a most invaluable quality, in which it 
differs from every known metal, except perhaps platinum and its cognates. 
On the whole, we do not know of a more unique selection than that of 
Mess's. Mappin, and we heartily recommend the adoption of the new 
metal in all cases whére lightness, elegance, and durability are desiderata. 

Tur “ Sacinaw."—The Times’ San Francisco correspondent writes : 
—The United States’ steam gunboat Scginavo, originally built in Cali- 
fornia of native-grown timber, and which was condemned in China for 
dry rot, was brought over to this country and effectually repaired at the 
navy-yard on this bay. She is now fully restored and fit for sea, waiting 
only to ship her crew. Her case proves, what I have frequently asserted, 
that our own Government has on this coast the timber suitable for the 
building of gunboats and iron-clads for the protection of our colonies. I 
trust the Government will stir itself to do something with this view in the 
North, else our neighbours, with all their ‘ preparations,’ will steal a march 
upon it,”

: FRANCE. 


The Moniteur announces that all the centres of the Annamite 
insurrection have been dispersed, and the fortifications and 
batteries of the insurgents taken by the French troops. “All 
resistance has ceased. But few men have been lost in the 
campaign, which was, however, very fatiguing.” 

Prince Napoleon is about to absent himself from France for 
a short time. His yacht, the Jerome Napoleon, has been ordered 
to get ready to sail at short notice. The Prince will probably 
pay a visit to Egypt. Since his speech on the Polish insurrec- 
tion a coldness has sprung up between him and the Emperor. 

It is officially stated that the last reports received from 
Mexico announce that General Forey had summoned a council 
of all the generals and chiefs of the service for the 28th Feb., 
in order to arrange the details of the movement on Puebla, and 
give them their final instructions. The siege was to commence 
on the 16th March. The parks of artillery, the war material, 
and a great depot of stores were concentrated at Quecholac, to- 
which place all the munitions necessary for the first operations 
had been conveyed, The sanitary condition of the army was 
satisfactory. 

Admiral Jurien de la Graviére hasbeen recalled from Mexico. 
The reason officially assigned for his recall is, that the import- 
ance of the French naval forces in the Mexican waters is no 
longer such as to warrant the presence of an officer of that rank, 

It is reported that the general election to the Corps Législatif 
will take place in the first fortnight in June. 

It is stated, on “reliable information,” that the French 
Government has intimated to its diplomatic representatives its 
determination to pursue a new and decided policy in regard to 
Poland, by demanding the independence of that country, with 
the Duke de Leuchtenberg as its constitutional sovereign, The 
Duke de Leuchtenberg, as everybody knows, is connected both 
with the Russian and the French reigning families, and wag 
lately put up for the Crown of Greece. 

The French Legislative Body, by a majority of 225 votes to 
siz, have passed a Bill for calling out 100,000 men from the 
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Class of 1863. It is about one-fiftieth part of the picked youth 
of France. Although a very little aggravation in the method 
Of-a Conscription seems to put it beyond the endurance even 
of a conquered people like ths Poles, the French submit to it 
ag we submit to the Income-tax—as a fatality from which there 
is no escape. It scems, however, that there is even in France 
8 ganas, or residue, as if may happen to be, offopposition to 
Conseriptions and great armies. ‘The figure 100,000 represents 
only the new conscripts actually taken away to be drilled. The 
number which represents the enlisted, the re-cnlisted, and the 
substitutes is 200,000, or about one in 25 of the picked male 
youth ef the kingdom. M. Picard ventured to think this too 
great a draught to be drawn off every year, and desired to be 
allowed to examine the reasons for this vote of 100,000 instead 
of 80,000 men, and asked for a smaller contingent. But these 
matters are held to be beyond the province of the Legislative 
Body. “Confiding,” says the report, “in the policy of which 
the Emperor alone knows the necessities, and which has exalted 
France so high in the face of the world within a few years, your 
Committee think that in the present state of things, and for a 
period impossible to predetermine, a contigent of 100,000 men 
is necessary.” M. Picard considered this reasoning to be unsa- 
tisfactory, and the confidence to be too blind, It was, however, 
explained to him by General Allard that “the covtingent of 
100,000 instead of 80,000 men forms a fundamental basis of 
the actual organization of thc French army.” The General 
considered that this ought to have satisfied M. Picard, and he 
complained that not ouly was M. Picard never weary of con- 
testing the figures of the contingent, but that he (General 
Allard) was obliged to reproduce this reason for the tenth time. 
When a Frenchman is told that the fundamental basis of the 
organisation of the French army is the consumption of 100,000 
men per annum, and that the unknown necessities of theZun- 
known policy of the Emperor require that this should be 
adopted as a rule of indefinite duration, he is told in effect that 
this is @ matter with which he has nothing to do. Moloch will 
have his 100,000 men a-year, and France must provide them.

AmsTeRDAM, April 6, 1863. 

A Bill for confirming the concession granted to Mr. Poolmann 
and his consorts for the construction of a railruad in Java from 
Samarang to Djokdjokarta, passing through Socrakarta, has been 
presented to tho Second Chamber of the States General by the 
Colonial Minister, accompanied by the following documents, but 
with the understanding that their contents are for the present 
to be kept strictly secret and considered by the members as 
confidential :—1, A memorial of the Governor-General of 
Netherlands India, dated Batavia, August 28, 1862; 2. A dis- 
patch from Mr, Stieltjes, Adviser of the Colonial Department 
to the Governor-General, dated Salatiga, January 8, 1862; 3. 
A report in answer to the demand fora concession; 4, A 
memorial from Mr, Dixon, principal Civil Engineer for railroads 
and industrial undertakings in Netherlands India, on some 
questions laid before him for his technical opinion ; 5. Two 
plans (on the scale of 1 to 5,000 and 1 to 50,000) of the 
country between Samarang and the Regencies; 6. A copy of 
the demand for the concession, with marginal notes containing 
sundry explanations of detail ; 7. Some statistical tables of the 
traffic; 8. Dispatch from Mr. Stieltjes, dated January 16, 1862, 
No. 9, secompanied by the Report of Mr. Roorda van Eysings, 
dated December 23, 1861, No. 34; 9, Letter from Mr. Dixon 
to Mr. A. Loudon, Secretary-General at Batavia, together with 
a Report dated Samarang, Jauuary 26, 1862; 10. Two maps 
showing the lards under rice cultivation and the forests in the 
Residency of Samarang; 11. Opinion of the Director of the 
Civil Public Works, dated February 15, 1862, No. 376, 
containing draft of the conditions under which the Con- 
cession should be granted; 12. Opinion of the Director 
of Produce and Civil Magazines, dated Feb. 22, 1862, 
No. 1,357; 13. Opinion of the Director of Finances, 
dated April 30, 1862, No. 4,481; 14. Opinion of the Military 
Commander of the E. I. Army, dated June 19, 1862, No. 83; 
15, Dispatch from Mr, Beyerink to the Governor-General, dated 
Salatiga, July 6, 1862, with a sketch map on tho scale of 1 to 
200,000 ; and 16. Opinion of the Council of Netherlands 
India, dated Batavia, July 25, 1862, No. 27. 

Some alterations have been made in the original Concession 
granted provisionally by the Governor-Geueral, the principle 
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one of which is that the guarantee for thirty-three years her 
been reduced from 5 to 4} per cent. per annum, and conse- 
quently the responability of the State lewered from 700,000 
to 630,000 florins. After some preliminary discussion as tz 
the expediency of printing the above papers, which was 
tived, the general debates were postpoued till after the Eastar 
recess. 

The Bill for confirming the decree of the Governor-General . 
allowing the free importation, without payment of any duty; 
of paddy and rice in Java aud Madura, and abolishing the 
import duties on all articles of food in the whole of Netherlands, 
India, was passed unanimously by the Chamber after a short 
debate provoked by Mr. Cool and auswered by the Coloniat 
Minister, after which the sittings were adjoumed till after the 
Easter holidays. 

At length the “Amsterdam Canal Company” is finally 
constituted and has issued its prospectus. The capital required 
was 18 millions of florins, three millions of which were suby 
scribed beforehand by the municipality of this city, leaving 
only 15 to be taken, but the rush was so great that » far larger 
sum has been subscribed for than is wanted. The allotment off 
shares will therefore be made in proportion to the sum aube 
scribed. Several members of the Royal family had their namea 
put down for large amounts. It will mot be wonderful if the 
shares are shortly at a high premium, as the advantages are #6 
many and so valuable. In the first place a guarantee by the 
State is given for the payment of 4 per cent. interest during 
the progress of the works (which are calculated to last for #ix 
years) and the same interest for fifty years after their comple= 
tion. One of the most important parts of the concession i 
that the company are to retain possession of the land recovered. 
from the sea and made arable. The quantity of land thus 
acquired is estimated at 6,000 bunders (of 24 acres each), and 
the value of such land in adjacent spots is no less than 3,000 
florins per bunder, as it is found to be admirably adapted for 
the cultivation of mustard, of which large quantities are growm 
in this neighbourhood. Thus the whole amount of the capital 
would be covered from this source alone, independent of the 
tolls to be levied on passing ships, and the sale and lease of 
building lands at both ends, where of course dwellings, hotels, 
offices, warehouses, and other buildings must necessarily spring _ 
up in avery short time, if only for the accommodation of the 
officers and workmen employed. The canal will extend in a 
direct line fiom Amsterdam to Wyk-san-Zee, passing through 
Zaandam. The total length will be 23 kilometres, or 14 Eng-. 
lish statute miles, and as the distance to the Helder by the 
Great North-Holland Canal is 79 kil. it follows that Amsterdam 
becomes practically removed 56 kil. or 35 English miles nearex 
the cea, whilst the distance from this city to London and all 
other ports south of the Thames is shortened by twice thet 
amount, or 70 miles. The entrance dock at Wyk will be acces- 
sible at all times of the tide, and be capable of accommodating 
three hundred large ships ; it will be three hundred yards wide 
and have a depth of 26 fect below ordinary low water mark. 
Steam-tugs will be employed to tow ships through the canal in 
three hours at all hours and seasons, for even in case of a severa 
frost the ice will be perpetually broken by the passing traffic 
and not be able to congeal firmly. 

Under date of the 10th of March, the Naval Department 
gives notice to captains of vessels proceeding to Java of a come 
tmaunication received from the Governor-General of Netherlanda 
India, announcing the completion of a new lighthouse, on the 
Western Haven Head at Batavia, which was lighted for the frst 
time at sunset on tho lst of January last, and burns every 
night from sunset to sunrise. It is a catadioptric light of tha 
fourth class, and is placed at an elevation of 164 metres above 
the level of the sea, at high water. Jt appears as a stationary 
light of a white colour, and is visible in clear weather at a dis- 
tance of twelve English nautical miles from every point of the 
compass, serving as ‘a land-mark for vessels entering the road~ 
stead at Batavia. In making the anchorage on a southerly 
course, the light must be kept between 8.3 W., and S. 2 E. 
In coming from the West by Onrust, it is needful to steer SEA 
by E. till the light bears due South, and follow this course to 
the anchorage. The lighthouse at Batavia hitherto in use is 
now no longer lighted up at night. 

During the month of March the number of vessels arrived in 
this country from the Far East amounted te 36 (against 34 in. 
February, 53 in January, and 14 in December), of which 22 
brought cargoes for the Netherlands Trading Company, and 15 
for the private trade, 14 discharged at Amsterdam, 16 at Rotter. 
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‘dam, 2% at Dordrecht, 3 at Schiedam, and 1 at Middelburg. 11 
wame from Batavia, 10 from Banjoewangie, 5 from Passaroeang, 3 
from Sourabaya, 1 from ‘Tjilatjap, 1 from Samarang, 1 from 
Wyncooper’s Bay—altogether 33 from Java; and further, 1 
from Padang, 1 from Maccassar, and 1 from Fou-chow-Foo. 
‘These vessels brought. 128,084 bags of coffee, and 85,456 kran- 
jangs of sugar (of which 106,840 bags of coffee, and 58,108 kr. 
sugar for the Company, and 21,194 bags of coffee, and 27,348 
kr. sugar for the private trade), as well as 7,076 bags of rice, 
and 7,583 packages of tea—both the latter for the private 
trade. 


Last week an election took place in the Council Chamber of 
‘the Stadhouse in this city, for the purpose of electing a Com- 
missioner and a Deputy-Commissioner of the Netherlands 
‘Trading Company, vacant by the retirement of Mr. H. Croocke- 
wit and Mr, R. D. Wolterbeck, whose period of service has ex- 
pired. Mr. J. van Eeghen, and Mr. J. van Heukelom, were 
duly elected to the appointments respectively. 

A speculative genius of this city publishes a list of twenty 
who have died intestate in Netherlands India, subsequently to 
fhe year 1780, leaving fortunes varying from 20,000 to 250,000 
44, and invites their heirs to call upon him for further informa- 
tion. 
Captain Simpson, of the barque Three Bells, arrived at the 
Texel from Samarang, reports having seen in 31 deg. N.L. an 
iron three-masted ship, deeply laden, and apparently in good 
condition, but unaccountably not making any way, possibly 
from having a foul bottom. It is supposed here that the above 
vessel may be the Jun de Wit, Captain J. Guyt, from Batavia to 
this port, which is long overdue, and whose non-appearance has 
‘caused much apprehension to her owners and underwriters. 

Previous to the adjournment of the Second Chamber of the 
States General for the Easter recess, a batch of Bills for the 
naturalisation of foreigners was laid on the table by the Minister 
of the Interior. Among thenf are the names of the following 
gentlemen :—Mr. O. van Below, residing in Java ; Mr. D. E. van 
Heemskerk, of Netherlands India; and Mr. F. P. Cassalette of 
Batavia. 

Referring to a former preliminary advertisement, the Colonial 
Minister now gives notice that tenders for the new steam ser- 
vice in Netherlands India for ten ycars certain, will be received 
sat Batavia, and the contract adjudicated on the third day after 
the arrival of the European mail that leaves Marseilles on the 
12th of June next, with the proviso that should that day fall on 
@ Sunday the adjudication will take place the following day. 

Two engineers are required for steamboat service in Nether- 
lands India. The salary commences at 350 florins per month 
(£350 per annum), periodically rising 30 fl. per month for every 
three year's service till it reaches the maximum figure of 500 fl. 
per month, with claim to further promotion, outfit, and free 
‘Passage out as Government passengers in the chief cabin. 

‘A splendid young lion for the Royal Zoological Gardens at 
Amsterdam, has arrived at Vlissengen by the barque Walcherzei, 
Captain Ouwehand, from Passaroeang, and was safely landed in 
excellent condition. 

During the mouth of November, 1862, as we learn by an 
efficial table just published by the Colonial Department, the 
wevenue of Java and Madura amounted to 918,036 fl. In the 
leven first months of the year it was 9,735,605 fl. But in thie 
amount is included a fictitious sum of 2,032,266 fl. for duties 
on Government produce exported, ax well as the sum of 
128,030 fl. for duties paid and subsequently returned on re- 
exportation, leaving a nett amount of 7,575,309 fl. 

A lettcr has been received in this city from Vienna, announc- 
ing that Mr, Andreas Jalics, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce at Pesth, and one of the largest wine-growers in 
Hungary, has reccived an order from Japan for ten thousand 
bottles of his celebrated Vilany and Menes wines. The letter 
adds that the above-mentioned gentleman intends to send out 
with the shipment a case containing samples of the same vint- 
sige and quality, to be returned to him unopened, in order to 
convince himself if the Hungarian wines deteriorated by cross- 
ing the equator. This will at all events prove asevere test, as 
on the voyage out and home his samples will have to pass the 
fine no less than four times. 

By the last overland mail dispatches were received by the 
Naval Department, stating that H.N.N. screw steam corvette, 
Vice-Admiral Koopman, 14 guns, Capt. Liout. J. E. Buys, sta- 
tioned in the Japan seas, after the arrival of the screw corvette 
Medusa, 19, Capt. Lieut. F. de Casembroot, which sailed from 
Batavia for thaf station on the 20th of January last, will 





remain some time longer there to show the national flag in 
some of the Japanese ports, and to convey the Swiss Embassy 
from Nagasaki to Yokuhama and Jeddo.

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THE POSITION OF SHANGHAI. 

Tr is satisfactory to learn that the measures adopted for the 
security of Shanghai have proved thoroughly efficacious. The 
alarm and excitement caused a year ago by the incursions of 
the rebels have entirely subsided, and our merchants are able to 
pursue their avocation in pence. To gain so important an end 
agreat effort was demanded from the allied troops. It was 
necessary that the Ta‘pings should be driven beyond the radius 
promptly and vigorously. The slightest delay would have in- 
¢reased the difficulties of the position, Any dallying with the 
rebels would have added two-fold to their strength. The Taip- 
ings were to be taught that they could not with impunity venture 
within the charmed circle marked off by the Europeans, they 
were to be taught that the power of the allies if once put forth 
would prove irresistible. They have learnt the lesson it was so 
necessary to teach them ; and, instead of hovering on the borders 
of the splendid settlement which promises ere long to be the 
greatest commercial city in the East, they have retired upon 
Nanking, and are preparing for what may prove a severe yet 
final struggle in that ancient capital of the kingdom. So far, 
then, the policy adopted by the allies, but mainly carried out by 
Great Britain, has proved successful. It remains to be seen 
whether the broader scheme now sanctioned by the Government 
can be carried out to its full extent without difficulties arising 
which may prove very perplexing or even insurmountable. 

English officers commanding Chinese forces will have 
to grapple with strange and unexpected hinderances. They 
cannot always expect to be tolerated by Chinese officials or 
obeyed by Chinese soldiers. The powers conferred upon them 
by the Imperial Government will not always be respected, and 
however ill-used they may be, they are not entitled to seek for 
redress from the Government of their own country. An ex- 
ception is indeed made by Enrl Russe. with regard to British 
officers and men who instruct Chinese troops and act with them 
against the Imperialists within the thirty-mile limit. These 
will still be regarded as acting for the interests of their own 
country, and will, therefore, remain under its protection, but the 
soldiers and marines who will serve under Captain SHERARD 
Oszorn will be dependent on the favour and protection of 
the Government of Peking. It needs no prophetical power 
to anticipate to some extent the results of this policy. With 
the Chinese Customs under the conduct of Mr. Lay, and 
Chinese troops under Captain Osporn; and with the 
thousand complications resulting from this anomalous con- 
dition of affairs, it can hardly be doubted that difficulties 
will arise; that the Government of Prince Kune will, at a 
fitting opportunity, renounce the services which necessity 
has compelled it to accept; that the tale of wrongs suffered 
wil be carried to England, that redress will be demanded, 
and that unless the Imperialists are stronger than they 
appear, they will be once more compelled to yield to British 
claims or to submit to a British protectcrate. ¢ 

A writer in Blackwood's Magazine affirms that after having 
for years spent wealth, energy, and precious lives in opening 
China to Western influence and civilisation, the success of 
England is at length certain. ‘The Government and people 
* of China,” he says, “both ask us to aid them in their hour 
¥of trouble, and in return they will assuredly grant us that 
“8 access and commercial freedom for which we have so long 
“ laboured and so often fought.” We hope, thoogh we scarcely 


certain to produce abundant fruitage, is entangled with political 
aims, and the one is dependent on the other. It has indeed 
been impossible to hold intercourse with the Chinese on any 
other terms; but this “mingled yarn” renders the Chinese 
question one which it will be always difficult to unravel. 





THE ISTHMUS OF KRAW RAILWAY. 

‘Tux official correspondence relative to the Isthmus of Kraw 
Railway has just been published by order of the House of 
Commons, It commences with a letter from Mr. Wise to Sir 
Cuazies Woop, written so far back as December, 1859, in 
which he states that the Government of Siam had sanctioned 
the construction of a railway ‘across the narrow strip of 
“ Siamese territory which divides the Bay of Bengal from the 
“ Gulf of Siam.” A memorandum, together with a map of 
the proposed route, accompanies this communication. n the 
following month a letter from the India Office informs Mr. 
Wise that Her Masesty’s Government cannot fail to take a 
warm interest in the undertaking, but that this interest cannot 
be evinced in the shape of any pecuniary contribution or 
guarantee. In May, 1862, the report of Captain Fraser and 
Captain Furtone is forwarded to Sir Coanies Woop from the 
Government of India, together with an able summary of the 
advantages likely to be derived from the pro) route, ad- 
dressed in reply to the Chief Commissioner of British Burmah. 
The last paragraph is as follows :— 

“The Chief Commissioner bas been told that we were fully 
“ alive to the importance of any practical scheme, having for its 
“ object the extension of trade with Chinaand Siam. But that 
“ with the information at preeent before us as to the political con- 
“dition of Western China, and with imperfect information as 
“ to the practicability and commercial advantages of the proposed 
“ scheme for crossing the Isthmus of Kraw, we should not at pre- 
“ sent be justified in incurring any expenditure on the scheme. 
« Still we have desired that every available opportunity should be 
“ taken to obtain a knowledge of the advantages of the scheme 
s proposed, and of any circumstances which may recommend it 
“ to the consideration of Government.” 

This cold and cautious official statement is by no means dis- 
couraging considering the quarter from whence it is issued, and 
we are convinced from the statement of the engineers, that the 
undertaking must be carried out, and will prove successful. On 
the advantages of the projected route we have more than once 
dealt in this journal, and it is not therefore necessary now to 
reiterate our former arguments; but we would draw special 
attention to the concluding paragraph of the report by Messrs. 
Frasge and Furtone, which contains in a few brief words the 
decision to which their investigations have led them. Thus 
they write :—‘t We have laboured to prove (and we think have 
“done so satisfactorily) that, as a mere speculation, the con- 
* struction of a railway across the Isthmus of Kraw will be pro- 
“ fitable ; that the communication may be established for one- 
“ third of the capital the interest of which is now being expended 
yearly on mere fuel and establishment of running steamers, 
“and that a vast amount of time will be saved over present 
“ routes; of the political bearings of the subject we have said 
“ nothing; but holding in view that the line from Ceylon to 
“Cochin China is nearly straight, we are convinced that if 
“ Great Britain does uot take it in hand France must.” These 
are pregnant arguments, and if, as we dare believe, they cannot 
be gainsayed, the Isthmus of Kraw Rail ay may even now be 
regarded as a fait accompli. 


THE CHIEF COMMISSIONER OF BRITISH BURMAH. 

In the Lonpon anp Cama Tevecrarx of Jan. 27, in our 
remarks on the recent treaty with Burmah, we alluded to the 
valuable services of Lieut.-Col. Paayrg, and asked what reward 
the Government of this country had to bestow on a public ser- 
vant who had served her so faithfully and so well. We spoke 
strongly on the subject because we felt as though the honour of 
England was tarnished by the comparative neglect with which 
the Chief Commissioner of British Burmah had been treated. 
At last, we are happy to say, ap honourable, though by no means 
adequate distinction has been awarded, and Lieut.-Col. Puarre 
has received the dignity of C.B, This is well so far as it goes, 
and never was this mild honour bestowed more worthily. But 
the merits of Colonel Puayre deserve a still higher recognition, 
and we trust that a very brief period will elapse before we have 
to congratulate him on being gazetted a K.C.B. 
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THE HONG KONG AND CHINA GAS COMPANY. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the proprietors of the 
Hong Kong and China Gas Company (Limited) was held on the 
8th inst. at the offices of the company, for the purpose of passing 
resolution to increase the capital to £50,000. Captain Arrow, 
the chairman of the company, was in the chair. The secretary 
having read the advertisement convening the meeting, the 
chairman briefly adverted to the measures carried out by the 
board for the establishment of gas works in Hong Kong, and 
the reasons that rendered an increase of the capital at this time 
necessary ; and proposed the following resolution, which was 
seconded and unanimously carried :— 

Resolved,— That the directors of the company may, and they are 
hereby, on bebalf ofthe company, authorieed to increase the present capital 
thereof by the addition thereto of fifteen thousand pounds, thereby mak- 


ing. the total capital of the company fity thousand pounds, and thet such 
it 


itional capital be divided into one thousand five hundred shares of ten 
‘pounds each. 

The chairman having intimated that two-thirds of the in- 
creased capital would be offered to the existing shareholders, 
and the remaining third to the inhabitants of the colony, the 
proceedings terminated. 

‘The above company was incorporated in June last, and has 
commenced its operations in the town of Victoria, Hong Kong. 
The Government sanction having been received to the establish- 
ment of gas works on the Island, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies confirmed the arrangements made, which enabled the 
company to take immediate steps for carrying out the objects 
of the enterprise. One of the conditions of the above arrange- 
ment required that the sum of £10,000 should be expended 
before the end of last year, so that the directors had little time 
to loso in taking measures to get capital subscribed, and the 
mauufacture of plant proceeded with. The whole amount of 
capital offered, viz., £35,000, was subscribed for in this country 
before the matter could be brought before the public, and the 
directors, though anxious that the inhabitants of Hong Kong 
should become interested as shareholders, were obliged, owing 
to the shortness of time at their disposal, to allot nearly the 
whole of the capital in this country.” Some of the local news- 
papers have complained of the small number of shares reserved 
for the inhabitants of Victoria, but seeing how the directors 
were situated it was hardly possible that they could have acted 
otherwise than they havedone. That they have acted judiciously 
is already apparent, for not only have the stipulations with 
Government been complied with to the letter, but machinery com- 
Petent to produce 200,000 feet of gas per diem is shipped for its 
destination, the workmen to erect the same being passengers in 
the vessel conveying it. In Victoria the company has not been 
idle, their engineer has been in the colony since November last, 
and ground having been purchased as a site for the gas works, 
it is now being prepared for receiving the machinery. The 
necessary tanks, foundations, &., it is expected, will be com- 
pleted by the time the works arrive out, so that in the end of 
the present year gas in Victoria will be an established fact. 
The company’s operations will be extended to other important 
towns so soon as the introduction of gas is accomplished in 
Hong Kong. From the liberality already bestowed by the 
Government, we may infer that its sanction and encouragement 
will not be withheld whenever the Hong Kong and China Ges 
Compauy are ready to extend its operations. 


SINGAPORE GAS COMPANY. 

The directors’ report for the year 1862, to he presented at 
the first ordinary general meeting, on the 20th inst., states that 
up to the 31st of December, 1862, 4,686 shares have been 
allotted, on which £1 per share has been paid, and 368 shares 
on which a deposit of 10s. per share has been paid ; since that 
date further number have been allotted, making the total 
number allotted to the present date 5,109 shares. ‘The di- 
rectors, early in August last, nominated Mr. E. J. Wells, late of 
the Worthing Gas Works, as their manager and engineer at 
Singapore, who sailed for that place early in September, and on 
his arrival there in October reported very favourably on the 
Prospects of the company. In accordance with the instructions 
of the local committee, he at once proceeded to take possession 
of the land, and to make the contracts for necessary buildings 
and manager’s house, which are now in course of erection. The 
directors have entered into contracts for all the materials and 
apparatus required for the erection of the works; a great por- 
tion of the fire bricks, retorts, and service pipes have arrived 
at Singapore, the larger portion of the cast iron mains have been 
shipped,and the iron work for the general apparatus is in a for 








ward state, so that the directors anticipate, if no unfavourable 
circumstances intervene, that the town of Singapore will be 
lighted up early in the ensuing year. The directors have de- 
rived valuable assistance from the local committee at Singapore, 
a body of influential gentlemen who co-operate most thoroughly 
with them in their endeavours to carry out the works in an 
efficient and economical manner. They have also received most 
satisfactory accounts as to the manner in which Mr. Wells, the 
manager of the company at Singapore, is exerting himself for 
the interests of the company. 








Literature. 

The publication of Lieut.-Colonel Fisher's “ Personal Narra~ 
tive of Three Years’ Service in China,” is delayed until the 
18th April. On the 4th inst. more than four columns of The 
Times were devoted to a review of “The Capital of the 
Tycoon.” The writer does not evince any special knowledge of 
his subject, neither for a Times’ article is the composition re- 
markable in a literary point of view. His observation that Sir 
Rutherford Alcock is entitled to attention “as the best informed 
person who has written for our instruction since the second un- 
sealing of the Japanese empire,” is undoubtedly correct, and 
equally true too is his statement, that the substance of the book is 
interspersed with “little stocks of emotional interest,” and that 
occasionally “even the gravity of a public question is com- 
promised by the utterance of a personal wail.” In the current 
number of the Edinburgh Review, there is also a very full review 
of Sir Rutherford’s volumes. “The Story of Elizabeth,” a work 
of real genius, which has lately appeared in the Cornhill Maga- 
zine, and which is generally attributed to the pen of Miss 
Thackeray, has been republished in one volume, with illustrations, 
by Smith, Elder and Co. Messrs. Jackson, Walford, and Hodder 
have published a volume of “ Lectures on Theology, Science, and 
Revelation,” by the late Rev. George Legge, Missionary at Hong 
Kong, with a Memoir by James Legge. “A Dialogue on the 
Best Form of Government,” by the Right Hon. Sir George 
Cornewall Lewis (Parker, Son and Bourn), appeared last week. 





Yedo and Peking. A Narrative of a Journey to the Capitals 
of Japan and China, with Notices of the Natural Produc- 
tions, Agriculture, Horticulture, and Trade of those Countries, 
and other things met with by the way. By Rosent Fortows, 
With Map and lustrations.—John Murray. 

Mr. Fortune should have brought out his interesting volume 
three months ago. At the present moment he comes before 
the public at a disadvantage, since Sir Rutherford Alcock’s more 
voluminous work on a similar topic is already in everybody’s 
hands. But while both writers undertake to describe the 
“capital of the Tycoon,” each tells his story in a very different 
fashion. Sir Rutherford Alcock is by naturea politician, by 
position a diplomatist. In Japan he occupied the highest 
official position ever held in that country by a British 
subject; and he does not allow his readers to forget it 
for a moment. He is a man of literary tastes, and of 
esthetic culture; he has read a good deal in various lan- 
guages; he is something of a philosopher, something of a 
moralist, has a turn for reflection, and, while thus noticeable in 
many ways, is chiefly distinguished as an egotist. It is this 
characteristic which accounts for the extreme discursiveness of 
his style, and at the same time gives a peculiarity to his pages 
which, although it may sometimes irritate the reader, is on the 
whole not unpleasing. Mr. Fortune, on the other hand, having 
wandered in Japan with the same object which has made his 
name so famous as a traveller in China, undertakes in a simple, 
manly, unpretentious manner to describe what he saw, and to 
tell what he did, in a country so eminently favourable to horti- 
cultural pursuits. His object was a practical one, and he pur- 
sues it in a practical, business-like manner. This unity of pur- 
pose leaves ita mark in the written narrative, And thus it 
comes to pass that while Mr. Fortune bas travelled much and 
often in China in search of plants and flowers, he has given us 
some of the most valuable books we possess about that country, 
and that he has now added another volume equally interesting, 
and almost equally important, with reference to the empire of 
Japan, 

It is not much matter where we open s book, every page of 
which is entertaining and instructive. Mr. Fortune writes 
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‘Shout the baths, tea-gardene, and other domeetio institutions of { quit Yedo at once. To this Mr. Fortune replied that he would 


span very much like other travellers, but he is gallant enough 
not to spoil the charme of Japanese girls in English eyes by 
saying anything about their mania for powdering and painting. 
Indeod, the dameels of the tea-houses are always pretty, if we 
may credit Mr. Fortune, and while he is perfectly aware that 
their extreme civility is intended to bring custom to the 
establishment, he avers that it is very refreshing to the weary 
traveller to be waited on by them. ‘The young girls,” he tells 
us in one place, “kneeling in front and on each side of me, 
poured out my tea, and begged me to eat of the cakes and fruits, 
while one of theut busied herself in taking the shells off some 
hard-boiled eggs, dipping them in salt, and putting them to my 
mouth.” As to the alleged immorality of promiscuous bathing, as 
practised by the Japanese, he observes that it is the custom of 
the country, and that “the Japanese would probably tell us 
that many of the customs amongst ourselves—such for example 
as our mode of dressing and dancing—are much more likely 
to lead to immorality than bathing, and are not so useful nor 
so healthy,” but he adds that the practice cannot be attri- 
‘buted to habits of primitive innocence in this case, as no people 
in the world are more licentious in their behaviour than the 
Japanese. 

On the trees and flowers of Japan, Mr. Fortune writes with 
authority, and some of the most interesting passages in 
his volume are devoted to these subjects. The art of 
warfing is carried to great perfection, and he describes 
with some minuteness the mode in which it is practised. 
The Dutch style of gardening, which was adopted with such 
enthusiasm in England two hundred years ago, and was pro- 
bably derived from Japan, seems in the present day to be 
pursued with equal ardour by the Japanese. Trees aro cut 
into all kinds of fantastic shapes, and made to grow in every 
form, save that designed by nature. Hedges are clipped and 
teained, and shrubs of enormous circumference are “neatly 
nipped into a fine round form, perfectly flat upon the top, and 
look like dining-room tables” The farms in Japan, ploughed 
with a pronged fork, have the neat appearance of gardens. The 
gardens, those at least of the working-classes, are like miniature 
toy places, with their tiny hillocks and little lakes, and curious 
dwarfed plants. The Japanese, says Mr. Fortune, will sell any- 
thing for money, and he has succeeded in securing a number 
of most valuable shrubs, many of which are perfectly adapted 
fo our English climate. 

‘To Mr. Fortune we owe more perhaps than to any other 
man living, for the introduction of new plants into this 
country, and, while engaged in a pursuit which may be 
truly called national, since, in the years to come, it will 
benefit rich and poor alike, one might suppose that every 
Possible assistance would be afforded him by English officials, 
or that, at the least, no obstruction would be thrown in his way. 
But our traveller bas a story to tell, which, were it not for our 
limited space, should be told in his own words. As it is we 
can only give the point of it, referring our readers to the 
volume for a more detailed account. Mr. Fortune made his 
first visit to Yedo as a gucst of Sir Rutherford Alcock, who 
treated him with the utmost courtesy. On wishing to return 
to the capital, Sir Rutherford, having in the meanwhile gono to 
England, he accepted an invitation from Mr. Harris, the 
American Minister. The same evening, however, he received a 
note from Mr. F, G. Myburgh, who had the temporary charge of 
Her Majesty’s Legation, requesting him to depart from Yedo 
without delay “as no British subject can visit Yedo without 





m invitation from, or the sanction of, Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Minister, or, in his abszuce, the officer in charge of Her Majesty’s 
Legation.” Mr. Fortune wrote an explanatory note in reply. 
He had been given to understand that he could not obtain per- 
mission from the officer in charge of the Legation to visit the 
city, he was sure that had Mr. Alcock been there he would 
Have been received by him; as it was, he had been cordially 
welcomed by the American Minister, and he therefore trusted 
le might be permitted to remain a few days, as it might be a 
matter of public regret should he be prevented “from adding 
to our home collection some new trees or other plants of much 
interest.” To this communication Mr. Myburgh replied that 
he cared not to be told for what object Mr. Fortune had come 
to Japan, he only knew that he had come as a private individual 
in a private capacity, without the requisite sanction ; that it 
was his duty to have communicated with him which he had 
not the common courtesy to do, and that he was only perform- 
ing.a public duty when he called upon him a second time to 


leave Yedo immediately, that he might have becn wrong in 
accepting Mr. Harris's invitation without permission from Mr. 
Myburgh, though such a proceeding was not without a precedent, 
but that he had no intention of treating him with disrespect. 
We think Mr. Fortune was wrong in the first instance in hig 
apparent slight of the officer left in chargo of the Legation; we 
can understand how that act wounded the amour propre of Mr. 
Myburgh, but we cannot conceive how an English gentleman, 
after having fully expressed his feeling in the matter, should 
have declined accepting the apology offered, and compelled his 
fellow-countryman to leave the city. Such a course was alike 
illiberal and undignified. 

We have said that the chief interest of Mr. Fortune's 
volume lies in the descriptions he gives of Japan in relation: 
to his special pursuit in that country. On political matters he 
touches very briefly. He believes that the opening of Yedo to 
foreign merchants would have proved highly dangerous, and 
that it was wise “to waive our right to the opening of the city 
at least for the present,” but he conceives that the same objec- 
tions do not apply to Hiogo and Osaca, and that we ought to 
have insisted on our-treaty rights as far as these cities were con- 
cerned. The dislike of the Japanese to foreigners—which, by the 
way, is shared by the dogs—is, the author remarks, a feeling 
which they really cannot help ; yet he has faith in the Japanese” 
Government, and thinks that it manifests a real anxicty to keep 
faith with Great Britain, The land, he observes, is “ happy 
and peaceful,” and evidently while he writes of it he secs bright 
visions, of scenery unsurpassed for variety and beauty, of fair 
damsels offering him cups of tea and sweet cakes on bended 
knees, of little children from the cottages and farmhouses, 
helping him in his search for insects and shells, and of other 
pleasant things “met with by the way.” Happy the traveller 
in Japan who can thus even for a moment forget the dark side 
of Japanese life!! Mr. Fortune tells us something of that also, 
yet he evidently loves to dwell on what is peaceful and joyous. 
The concluding portion of this entertaining volume is devoted 
to an aecount of Tien-tsin and Peking, but on this we have no 
space to dwell. The work. will increase its author's reputation, 
and, in saying this, we give it no stinted praise.

The Orpheus wasa fine screw-corvette of 
1,706 tons, 400-horse power (nominal); she mounted 21 guns, and her 

Jar complement ot officers, men, and boys should have been 275. 
She was commissioned on the 25th of October, 1861, and left England 
for North America at the time when the Trent affair caused so much ex- 
citement in England.

Italy has onew 
more appeared on the map of Europe, and the civilisation of equality 
and Christianity is penetrating to the confines of the earth. The reviewer 
judges it worthy of special remark that hitherto France is the only Power 
which seems desirous of maintaining peace, and the only one that foresaw 
and prevented formidable difficulties which the errors of the past had left to 
her. After the Treaty of Paris it was France that called the attention of the - 
great Powers to Poland, and to the stipulations which are binding on 
Russia. England did not think the moment favourable, but Russia 
mised to satisfy all just demands upon her, and only asked that she should 
be allowed time to do so of her own motion. In the meantime, Poland 
is once more in insurrection, and this fresh aymptom of a radical disease 
has again appeared to afflict and disturb the world. France deeply feels 
for her sufferings—for those hopeless and ever-recurring struggles ; and 
she now proposes to Europe a common understanding to remedy so 
evils, and to decide Russia to fulfil her promises—to do, in fact, what her 
true interests command her.

Accounts from the Island of Labuan, dated the 7th of 
February, state that the Governor, who had just left for Eng- 
land, had, previous to his departure, paid a visit to the coal 
mines, and expressed satisfaction at the great progress made 
since the arrival of Mr. Sinclair, the present manager.

The following communication with reference to the trade of 
Japan appeared in the Times :— 

“ Sir,—As the increasing value and importance of British trade with 
Japan are not, it seems, generally known in England, will you allow one 
who has lately returned from that country after a residence of two years at 
the port of ‘Yokuhama, Kanagawa, to lay before your readers a short state- 
ment of the trade of that port? 

“ The export of raw silk thence for the half year ending the Slst of 
December last was 14,291 bales, being an increase, as compared with the 
same period of the previous year, of about 9,000 bales; and the advices 
received yesterday, which reach to the 30th of January, tell us that the 
settlements to that date had advanced to 19,000 bales, with plenty more 
silk in the country; so that the export for the present season will not be 
less, probably, than 25,000 bales, or more than double that of the season 











“The exports of Kanagawa for the current year (1862-63), it is esti- 
mated, will be in value about three millions sterling ; and, as the value of 
the imports of goods is not likely to exceed £300,000, a balance of 
£2,700,000 will have to be paid in Mexican dollars. 

“ From this trade the Japanese Government is deriving a large revenue. 
‘The export and import duties will be over £100,000, and the gain by the 
exchange of itzibus for Mexican dollars will amount to from £800,000 to 
£900,000, or together, in round numbers, about a million sterling. 

“It is} much to be regretted that Eail Russell consented to defer the 
opening of the port of Osaca,—Ozaca being the great emporium of the 
country, and the opening of it in January, 1863, the most important stipu- 
lation in the treaty. This concession will do no good—it may be regarded 
only asa sign of weakness; but since it has been made it is much to be 
hoped that our own Government will insist on the due fulfilment of the 
other conditions of the treaty. 

“ The state of the currency is the greatest impediment with which the 
export trade hasto contend. So, if Her Majesty's Government will cause 
this important question to be settled on a just and fair basis, it willdo a 
great service to British trade in Japan.

At the meeting of the Ceylon Company, the directors’ 
report, recommending the payment of interest at the rate of 
five per cent. per annum, was agreed to.

113d. per rupee on Calcutta, and 2s. on 
Bombay and Madras. The applications within the limits were 
for about 110 Jacs. Tenders on Calcutta at 1s. 114d. will be 
allotted in full ; on Bombay at 2s. will receive about 17 per 
cent., and above that price in full; on Madras at 2s. will 
receive in full. 

Ata meeting of the Ottoman (Smyrna to Aidin) Railway 
Company, the chairman, Sir Macdonald Stephenson, observed 
that the success of the enterprise entirely depends on the com- 
pletion of the line to Aidin, and that a special meeting will be 
held on the 4th of May, to consider the subject. The report 
was agreed to. Messrs, George Smith and Henry Lloyd Morgan 
were re-elected auditors of the company. 

A report which had been circulated, that some relaxation of 
the prohibitive navigation system, as regards the American 
coasting trade, was contemplated, so far as to allow goods 
shipped at Panama for San Francisco to be treated as if from a 
foreign port, had been positively contradicted, and the New 
York Journal of Commerce adds that there is no reason to expect 
any change in the national policy. The origin of the rumour 
is attributed to a desire to promote a speculative movement in 
the shares of the Pacific Steam Company, and a cheracteristio 
aspersion is consequently levelled at the Government by the 
intimation that the Secretary of the Treasury “ may” have been 
innocent of any connection with such speculation, aud “may 
have been merely used by interested parties for their own pur- 
poses.” 

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month ending February 
28 bave made their appearance. The following are the exports 
to the Far East in that period :—

‘ebruary, 1862, and 27,667,127 yards in February, 166]; for the two 
months ending February 28, the amount exported this year was 1,866,510 
yards, against 10,517,166 yards in January and February of 1862, and 
58,987,483 yards in the Srespond period of 1861. Woollen and 
Worsted Manufactures: The value of the quantity exported in Febru 
last was £18,582, making with the January exports a value of £92,606, 
against £15,632 in the first two months of 1862, and £88,513 in the cor- 
responding period of 1861. Lead: The quantity exported in February 
last amounted to 1,248 tons, and, with the export of January last to 1,816 
tons, against 718 tons for the first two months of 1862, and 1,009 tons in 
the cor ling period of 1861. Worsted Stuffs: The declared value 
of the quantity exported in February last was £24,484, which, with the 
value of the January exports, makes a total for the first two months of this 
year of £55,747, against £35,274 in the corresponding period of 1862, 
and £87,094 in 1861. 

To Puitterivg Istanps.—Cotton Goods: The quailty 
February last was 1,645,741 yards, against 8,389,185 yards in the first 
two months of 1862, and 9,019,498 yards in Sanger aoa February of 
1861, there being no exports of cotton goods to the Philippine Islands in 
January last. 

To Java.—Cotton Goods: The quantity exported for the first two 
months of this year was 813,876 yards, against 5,204,429 yards in 
January and February of 1862, and 8,001,896 yards in the correspond- 
ing period of 1861. 

To Ceyton.—Cotton Yarn: The quantity exported in February, 1863, 
was 4,500 Ibs., against 45,200 Ibs, for January and February of 1862, and 
and $2,500 Ibs. for the first two months of 1861.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

‘Txa.—Our market has been very quiet; the arrivals have continued 
on a large scale, and have been freely offered, and the trade, with the 
uncer ty as to the reduction of duty, have been disinclined to add to 
their stocks, except at reduced prices, and the result has been a decline on 
many kinds, without leading to any improvement in demand. The Budget 
will be brought forward on the 18h of April when we hope the Govern- 
ment will be in a position to grant the long delayed reduction in duty,— 
astep which the supplies on hand and afloat would fully warrant, they 
being ample to admit of a largely increased consumption. Dusty ani 
broken-leaf kinds of Congou have sold to a moderate extent at about 
former prices, also the fair qualities with leaf. Good common is scarce, 
and, owing to moderate purchases, has risen to Is. 14d. per Ib. Flavory 
kinds, of old import, remain much as before. Common to fair Ho-Hows 
and Ning-Chows have been difficult of sale at a reduction of fully 1d. per 
Ib.

In China Silk the transactions have been 
quite unimportant, and the few sales in Tsatlees recently effected show a 
decline of about Js. per Ib. from the highest point of January. Tavsaams, 
owing to their scarcity, are still held firmly. ‘The deliveries for the month, 
4,586 bales of China and 1,426 bales of Japan, though far behind those 
of March, 1862, indicate that consumption is progressing satisfactorily.
